Senator Robert F. Wagner’s pro- 
posed National Health Act was re- 
ferred to a committee of physi- 
cians for consideration, at the open- 
ing meeting of the American Med- 
ical Association here today. 

The House of Delegates, legisla- 
tive and policy body of the nation- 
al organization, meeting at Hotel 
Statler, adopted a motion to refer 
consideration of the Wagner meas- 
ure to a special committee, which 


will report to the delegates in ex- 
ecutive session tomorrow afternoon. 

This action prevented discussion 
of the measure from the floor to- 
day. : 

The committee, which was named 
at a special meeting of the House 
of Delegates in Chicago last Sep- 
tember, consists of Drs. Walter F. 
Donaldson, Pittsburgh; Frederic E. 
Sondern, New York; Walter E, 
Vest, Huntington, W. Va.; Fred W. 
Rankin, Lexington, Ky.; Edward H, 
Cary, Dallas; Henry A. Luce, De- 
troit, and Howard Il. Snyder, Win- 
field, Kan. 


Dr. Abell Opposes Pian, 


Before the vote referring the 

matter to the committee, the Wag- 
ner bill was discussed adversely 
by Dr. Irvin Abell of Louisville, 
president of the national organiza- 
tion. The president-elect, Dr, Rock 
Sleyster of Wauwatosa, Wis., also 
addressed the 175 elected delegates 
and other physicians attending the 
meeting of the House. 
This convention is the ninetieth 
annual gathering of the national 
body, and the expected attendance 
is 10,000 persons, 8000 of them 
active practitioners of medicine 
and surgery. The sessions will 
continue through Friday. Head- 
quarters for physicians and their 
wives is in Municipal Auditorium, 
and scientific and technical dis- 
plays are on exhibit in Convention 
Hall and Exhibit Hall at the Audi- 
torium. 

Dr. Abell, in his address, dis- 
cussed the Wagner bill and set 
forth the association’s resolve for 
“no compromise” in resisting the 
pending Federal prosecution on an 
indictment charging the association 
with being a monopoly in restraint 
of trade. 

Speaking of the proposal of the 
Government’s interdepartmental 
committee for “compulsory sickness 
insurance,” Dr. Abell said that term 
was “a more appealing and eupho- 
nious title than the one which ac- 
curately identifies it, namely, sick- 
ness tax. He said that, as the com- 
pulsory feature was intended to ap- 
ply to persons with incomes up to 
$3000 a year, it would cover 93 per 
cent of the population of the United 
States. | 

A. M. A. Council’s Stand. 


Dr. Abell summarized the points 
for which, he said, the A. M. A. 
Council on Medical Education and 
Hospitals had stood. These were: 

Expansion of public health, ma- 
ternal and child welfare services, 
with limitation of curative meas- 
ures to private practice where 
available. 

Utilization of vacant beds in 
present hospitals on a per diem 
basis. 

Construction to provide new 
beds and diagnostic health cen- 
ters on a basis of economic, geo- 
graphic and. health needs. 

Perpetuation of hospitals and 
health centers. 

Plans for care of the medical 
needy determined by local and 
financial needs under medical and 
local-state supervision. 

Approval of sickness compen- 
sation and of voluntary insurance 
for hospital and medical service. 

Unqualified opposition to the 
suggestion that the states initiate 
studies and plans for care of all 
their people on a tax-paid basis. 

Criticises Wagner Bill. 

As to Senator Wagner's proposed 
national health bill, Dr. Abell said 
that it proposed increasing annual, 
expenditures, up to $334,000,000 for 
1942, and that for years after 1942 
there was no specified limit on ex- 
penditures. The bill names three 
administrative agencies, the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, United States Pub- 
lic Health Service and Social Se- 
curity Board. He pointed out the 
difficulty in determining which 
agency would handle specific cases 
in rural or isolated communities.

Friends, and Opens Fire. 


GUNMAN ESCAPES, 
SOUGHT ALL NIGHT 


Gus Buettner Calls Hattie 


Grosse ‘‘Sweetheart,” 


Shooting Willis Wetzler. 


Miss Hattie Grosse, 20 years old, 
and Willis Wetzler, 25, both of Wa- 
terloo, Ill., were shot to death by a 
jealous suitor of Miss Grosse as 


they were on their way together to 
a dance at Boxtown, 23 miles south 
of Waterloo, shortly before i1 
o’clock last night. ' 

The shots were fired by Gus 
Buettner, 41 years old, also 
of Waterloo. Buettner followed the 
two, who were riding in an automo- 
bile with another pair, from Wa- 
terloo to a lonely point on a coun- 
try road about three miles from 
Boxtown, then stopped them by 
blocking the road with his own car 
and fired at them with a revolver 
without warning. 

After the shooting, Buettner drove 
away in his automobile. Sheriff W. 
J. Curran of Waterloo, his depu- 
ties and State Highway Patrolmen 
searched all night for him but still 
had found no traces today. 

Witness Tells of Warning. 

The shooting was reported by 
John Mitchell, bookkeeper for the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion at Waterloo, and his wife, in 
whose automobile Miss Grosse and 
Wetzler were riding. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Mitchell identified Buettner 
as the killer. 

Mitchell told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he and his wife picked 
up Wetzler last night at a hotel 
where Wetzler worked as bartender 
and drove to the home in which 
Miss Grosse resided with her moth- 
er, a widow. 

While Wetzler went into the 
house, Mitchell and his wife re-| 
mained outside it the automobile. | 
Buettner drove past, Mitchell sai 
and called out: “If I were you, 
John, I wouldn’t do that.” Mitchell 
ignored the comment, and when 
Wetzler returned to the car with 
Miss Grosse the party started to 
the dance. 

“Buettner followed us all the 
way,” Mitchell continued. “Several 
times he passed us and then drop- 
ped back again, and once he got 
out of his car, stood in the middle 
of the road and tried to flag us 
down with a flashlight. 

“We we were nearing Boxtown, 
he passed us again and blocked the 
road by stopping his car sideways. 
When I was forced to stop, too, he 
jumped onto the right running 
board of my car and flashed his 
light at us, and we saw that he 
had a revolver.” 

Woman Describes Shooting. 

Mrs. Mitchell said that Buettner 
called to her, through the closed 
window of the right front door, 
“Put down this window or I'll 
shoot you.” 
“T rolled the window down,” she 
said, “and he held the revolver in- 
side the car and fired three or four 
times at Wetzler. I could hear the 
bullets going past my head. 

“Hattie, who was sitting to the 
left of Wetzler in the back seat, 
jumped out the door on that side 
“and ran across the road. Buettner 
turned and fired at her, and she 
screamed and fell. 

“Buettner followed her across 
the road and lifted her head in his 
arms. He said, ‘Oh, sweetheart, 
I didn’t want to shoot you;’ then 
he stood above her and fired at 
her again.” 

Wetzler was shot in the neck and’ 
right side, and died before the 
Mitchells could take him to a phy- 
sician in Boxtown. Miss Grosse, 
wounded twice in the abdomen and 
once in the left side of the chest, 
was found dead at the side of the 
road by police notified by the Mit- 
chells. 

Went Together Frequently. 

Wetzler, one of nine children 

of Mr. and Mrs. George Wetzler, 
who live on a farm near Waterloo, 
frequently had gone out with Miss 
Grosse, who worked in a hardware 
store operated by her brother, 
Friends of Miss Grosse told 
deputy sheriffs she frequently had 
rejected the attentions of Buettner, 
who has been working in a St. Louis 
chemical plant. 
While the search for Buettner 
was going on last night, St. Louis 
police placed a guard at the home 
of William Wolf, 4277 Hartford 
street, who said he feared for the 
safety of his daughter, Miss Wilma 
Wolf, a cousin of Miss Grosse.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
ruled today the indicated supply of 
1939 wheat was not large enough 
to require a grower referendum on 
marketing. quotas to restrict sales 
of the crop. 
Wallace estimated the total sup- 
ply July 1 would be 974,000,000 
bushels, and pointed out that the 
1939 marketing quota level estab- 
lished under the Farm Act of 1938 
was 1,021,000,000 bushels. 
The quota level is 135 per cent 
of a normal year’s domestic con- 
sumption and export of 756,000,000 
bushels—this figure equals average 
yearly domestic consumption and 
exports during the 10-year period 
ending June 30, 1938.

—Conviction of George W. Rogers, 
hero radio operator of the Morro 
Castle sea disaster, on a charge of 
attempting to kill a fellow officer 
of the Bayonne police force was 
affirmed today by the State Su- 
preme Court.

“Infection with these bacteria re- 
sults in a vicious cycle, causing 
development of nitrogen gas in the 
tissues,” he explained. “Expansion 
of the gas causes constriction of 
blood vessels and thus a smaller 
supply of blood and oxygen reaches 
the infected part.” 

Sufferers from migrainous head- 
aches often may ward Off an at- 
tack by breathing oxygen, Dr. 
Boothby said, adding that the oxy- 
gen treatment has proved effective 
in cases of “heavy hangovers.” 

Moreover, it was reported, the 

new mask has proved useful in 
treatment of asthma, hay fever and 
pneumonia and in relieving some 
heart conditions by making breath- 
ing easier. 
' In aviation, it was added, the de- 
vice has been found comfortable 
for pilots and passengers and read- 
ily adjustable to oxygen needs at 
varying altitude. Formerly pilots 
took whiffs of oxygen through 
mouth tubes. 

Divers and workers in caissons, 
it was said, may be “decompressed” 
more quickly and easily when oxy- 
ben is supplied through a face 
mask while air pressure gradually 
is reduced to normal.

A Jarndyce-Like Proceeding. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECENTLY, local newspapers noted 
the ending of one phase in a St. Louis 

Jarndyce-like proceeding, after 12 years 
in court. The milk in the coconut was 
a statement at the end of the article 
that $30,000 was allowed by the Court to 
counsel for plaintiffs and defendants, 
payable out of the fund by agreement of 
these same attorneys, reinforced by con- 
sent of some immediate or possibly re- 
mote beneficiaries. 

The trust arose under the will of a 
testator who died in 1899. There had 
been previous “proceedings to construe 
his will, and a flood of other litigation 
serving to deplete the fund. Other simi- 
lar court proceedings relating to the 
same trust are shown to be still pending. 
The Chancery case of Jarndyce vs. Jarn- 
dyce, described by Dickens, ended when 


the entire fund had been dissipated in 


costs and allowances.

Black proceeded to point out that the Con- 
stitution does not require us to divide the 
public into taxpaying and non-taxpaying 
groups, depending on their functions. On 
the contrary, the sixteenth amendment em- 
powers Congress to collect; taxes on income 
“from whatever source derived,” and this 
—given its most obvious meaning—is broad 
enough to allow Congress to tax all public 
employes uniformly, That was Holmes’ view, 
and is the view of the President now. 

Black’s attitude is the same whenever the 
court reads into the Constitution what he 
does not find there. 

A couple of generations ago, the Judges be- 
gan to think they could make better consti- 
tutional law as they interpreted the Consti- 
tution in their decisions than the legislators 
who were implementing it with their stat- 
utes.

EVANSTON, Ill, May 15 (AP).— 
Northwestern University announced 
today the development of a preci- 
sion instrument called a photome- 
ter, in which a light beam 1-100th 
of an inch in diameter is used to 
measure the brightness of stars 300 
times fainter than those visible to 
the eye.

A hundred heart specialists cannot 
reassure Rita because her trouble is deeper. She has a neurosis. Her 
heart trouble is symbolic of a tremendous emotional conflict. 


The modern physician realizes that medicine is at least 50 per cent 
paychology, yet there is little emphasis placed on psychology in our 
modern medical curriculum. Tens of thousands of patients are worrying 
about their gall bladder or their heart, their kidneys or their ulcers, 
when such worries are simply a smoke screen for a deeper emotional 
conflict.

WOMAN EXPERT in USE of RADIUM 


Mrs. Edith Quimby Has Devoted the Past 20-Years Delving Into Mysteries of Rare Element. 


to safety of both operator and pa- 
tient. 

“Yes,” said Mrs. Quimby when I 
met her at Barnard Hospital where 
Miss Mildred Tankersiey of the 
Women's Field Army for the Con- 
trol of Cancer had her in tow, 
seeking pointers that might 
used in their educational cam- 
paign, “I have known of serious 
disasters from the use of radium 
and X-rays, healthy tissue de- 
stroyed, operators maimed in the 


handling of radiation. 
. . . 
‘ ‘B excuse for these disasters in 
the hands of properly in- 
formed persons. That is what I am 
concerned with, standardization of 
methods of applying radiative 
treatment. Drugs have been stand- 
ardized through animal experi- 
mentation. With this potent ele- 
ment which is like a two-edged 
sword, we have had to move more 
slowly. The greatest progress has 
been made in more powerful, bet- 
ter standardized X-ray machines, 
but of course the machine is too 
big and clumsy generally to be 
used except for external 
ments. 

“We know more and more about 
radium dosage, the amount to put 
into the platinum and gold needles 
according to the type of cancer 
and where it is located, and more 
about the use of X-ray voltage. We 
have learned to protect operators 
by means of brick or 
walls and the arrangement 
X-ray rooms with regard to 
tance and placement of the ma- 
chine. We have known for 4 
long time, of course, that needles 
containing radium must be kept in 
heavy lead cases to prevent eman- 
ations which would affect anyone 
entering the room where it is 
kept.” 

Mrs. Quimby has written some 
40 papers and parts of four books 
on techniques of using X-rays and 
radium. In the classes she exam- 
ines about one-third are expected 
to fail the tests. Her interviewer 
in a brief contact could scarcely 
be expected to absorb even the 
fundamentals of her unusual spe- 
cialty. A point she did make clear 
is that radium, tho owerful, 
is nothing to be afraid of in trained 
hands. 

“We need more ' 
trained according to standards set 
up by the board of the American 
Medical Association,” she said. “It

| A relative bears a grudge against
